It is necessary, too, to 
m ake sure th a t there is team work, 
th at the eyes are w orking together. 
The reason why the glasses don’t 
prove satisfactory in som e cases is 
because the eyes are not working as 
a good team . 
One eye Is doing all 
the pulling and will soon get tired. 
There m ust be a fair division of the 
work, or headache and distress are 
sure to follow. 
The m uscular arrangem ent of the 
eye is very com plicated. The nerves 
which control these m uscles m ust 
tie ever on the alert. 
It requires 
the nicest Im aginable adjustm ents to 
keep the eyes exactly w here they 
belong. 
I speak of this, because it may 
help you to understand why your 
glasses may not be as satisfactory 
as you could wish.

W ith a deficit of 632 million 
pounds in last y ear's production of 
oeef, and no im m ediate probability 
of m aking up tho deficit in th a t 
mo” t, the U nited S tates B ureau of 
Animal In d u stry sees an oppor­ 
tunity for sheep grow ers to help 
fill tne breach in the m eat sup­ 
ply of the U nited S tates, and to 
their own profit. 
“A pparently the sheep m en arc 
m aking full use of the opportun­ 
ity,” says the B ureau. “It is known 
that m ore lam bs are now on feet! 
in the g re a t sneep-raising regions 
af the w est, than a year ago. H ere­ 
tofore only a sm all p a rt in furnish­ 
ing our m eat has been played by 
3heep.” 
Records of the proportions of 
lam b and m utton to beef and pork, 
consum ed in the principal countries 
of the world, show th a t so far as 
lam b and m utton 
are concerned. 
A ustralia heads the list w ith 28 
per cent, New Zealand has 20 per 
cent, the U nited K ingdom 19 pei 
cent, A rgentina 9 per cent, France 
7 per cent, and the U nited S tates 
inly 4 per cent. Thus the E nglish 
speaking people other than A m er­ 
icans consum e about five tim es as 
much lam b and m utton in propor­ 
tion to o th er m eats, as do the peo­ 
ple of the U nited S tates. 
There has been a slight increase 
each y e a r since 1922 in the produc­ 
tion to tals of lam b and m utton. 
B ut the increase has been little 
m ore th n enough to keep p ice 
with the advancing population and 
so hold the per capita consum ption 
ibout s ta t‘ m ary. P roduction and 
consum ption in 1927 
totaled 645 
million pounds, a per cap ita con­ 
sum ption of 5.4 pounds.

On the north side of the house 
or in a shady spot under a tree, 
there is frequently a^ack of shrub, 
one or flower which indicates the 
inability of the gardener to make 
anything grow there. Such spots 
need not be unsightly because of 
the shade which inhibits the growth 
of desirable plants. 
Professor Victor H. flies, exten­ 
sion floriculturist of the Ohio State 
University, suggests several plants 
which may be grown in such shady 
spots with success. 
‘‘Shade-loving shrubs include the 
privets," says Professor Flies, "es­ 
pecially the European privet. Other 
shrubs are the bush honeysuckle 
particularly the tartarian and m or­ 
rows. The snowberry and the coral­ 
berry grow naturally in the woods. 
We find th at the flowering currant 
is just as much a t home under a 
tree as iii the open. All of the vi- 
mniums, but particularly the a r­ 
rowwood, will grow in the sun or 
shade. In slightly less shade any 
of the dogwoods, many of which 
lave pleasantly colored bark, and 
lie forsythia or goldenbell and the 
mock orange, always give satis­ 
faction. 
1 Shade-loving plants, like others, 
mist eat. Especially when they 
ire planted under trees they must 
lave sufficient food in the form 01 
fertilizer, to supply them as well as 
he tree under which 
they are 
fro w ing/’ 
Professor Hies has available a 
list of shrubs which are especially 
idaptc I to growing in the shade.
